Winnipeg, July 10.—Word has just 
reached the city of ‘the finding Jast 
night of the murdered body of Dora 
Evelyn Inman, the 15-year-old daughter 
of Alfred Inman, at. Gunton, Man., a 
village on the Arborg branch = of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, 35 miles 
north of here. 

The girl was employed on the farm 
of W. G. Ross and on Dominion Day 
got a day off to visit her parents, 
Toward evening she left the home of 
her parents to return to the farm and 
had not been seen since. Her disap- 
pearance was unknown to either her 
parents or employers, the one believing 
she was at the home of the other, 

A half demented man, well-known 
in the vicinity and considered harm- 
less, has been missing for the last few 
days, and it is alleged it was he who 
committed the crime, 

The child fought hard for her life as 
there are evidences around of a strug- 
gle, and the victim was dragged a mat- 
ter of hundreds of yards into the brush,

Campaign of Unparalleled Ac- 
tivity Laid Out As Result 
of Winnipeg Convention 


ASSOCIATION'S POWER 
IS TO BE EXTENDED 


Series of Resolutions and Dis- 
cussions Marks a_ Distinct 
Advance in the Work of the 
Organization, 

10.—The 


Winnipeg, July final 
mceling of the Canadian forestry con- 
vention held in the Industrial Bureau 
last evening was marked by a series of 
resolutions and which 
marked a distinct advance in the work 
of the association, and Jaid out for the 
executive and the members ss cam- 
paign of unparalleled activity: in’ the 
history -of the organization. 

The central point of the diseussion 
on immediate extension of activites 
Wis a resolultien by Vere CG. Brown, 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, as 
follows: 

“That the executive committee take 
inko their consideration the advisability 
of appointing: (a) A central cominiltee 

7 tt Ottawa and sub-committees at im- 
portant points in different sections of 
Canada to formulate a national fores- 
try policy, and (b) Advisory boards. at 
each centre where a sub-committee is 
formed.” ie ) 

Results of Action, 

The probable definite action of the 
eacculive committee, upon this sug- 
-geston will involve, it is expected, 
an immediate extension of the asso- 
¢lation’s power and the augmentation 
of'a large number-of members to the 
work in hand 

In closing the convention, the Hon. 
W. A. Charlton, of ‘Toronto, laid spe- 
eid stress upom advance which had 
been made by the association — in 
holding its convention’ in Winnipes, 
and expressed the confidence that 
with its powerful possibilities, the 
Western country would soon be a cen- 
tre of power in the various objects of 
the body.

MAYOR SHORT’S DERELICTION . 
IN THE KLEINWORT MATTER 

The fact that {wo weeks, or more, prior to the time when the purchasers of eleven 
million dollars’ worth of city bonds cabled ‘threatening to invoke the war clause, the 
mayor received a cablegram from the same source, requesting him to straighten up_ the 
debenture issue, and the circumstance that the mayor ignored this cablegram, simply failing 
to give it any answer of any kind whatever, puts an entirely new face upon _the whole | 
maiier of the threatened refusal of the house of Kleinwort to take up the remainder of the 
city’s debentures, and shifts the responsibility for the tie-up, if suck a thing occurs, directly to) 
the shoulders of his worship, the mayor. 

In the annals of Edmonton there has been no such costly blunder upon the part of 
any civic official, appointed or elected, as this will prove to be should the Kleinworts decide 
to persist in their course. 

The curtailment of ithe city’s programme of development which would naturally 
follow the failure of the bond buyers to take up the balance of the bonds would not con- 
stitute, by any means, the sum of the damage which would be done to Edmonton. To be 
without the improvements would be inconvenient, it is true, but Edmonton is comparatively 
well fixed to stand a siege and could survive a curtailment smilingly. 
at the city’s credit by this plundering, together with the revelations of other colossal blunders 
in the city hall under Mayor Short’s administration; such as the eight hundred thousand 
dollar miscalculation in the paving debentures, could scarcely fail to give the city a black eye 
when Edmonton again goes into the market, as it will havé todo next year, for the next ten 
or fifteen millions of dollars. Nor will the effect be limited to next year, or the next, for 
the penalties of a bad credit are cumulative. they gather as they grow, and those money- 
lenders in the old country to whom Edmonton must turn after the city’s. relations with Klein- 
wort have been concluded, may be excused ff, after the Incident at present filling the eye of 
the Edmonton public, they harbor a feeling of skepticism about the advisability of placing 
money in the hands of a city which handles its borrowed millions so carelessly that a matter 
of five million and a half of other people's money is not worthy of the attention necessary to 
dictate a cable. ‘ EE 

The whole situation is self-evidently the creation of the mayor, and his explanation is 
lamentably weak. His files show that he received the cablegram and that he did not. answer it. 
in exculpation of this dereliction, the mayor declares that he was consulting with the mana- 
ger of the local bank with which the city does its current business. But surely this is no 
excuse for not answering. The wires were still up, and even this information placed on the 
wire tu ihe bond buyers would have been much more courteous than to have ignored the 
cable altogether, as he did. 

If Mayor Short had been candid in the matter he would have shown the whole cor-; 
respondence to the committee of the city council to whom he broke the tragic news that the 
Kleinworts had gone back on the purchase, and “would have explained to them, in confidence 
if necessary, what he was trying to do with the manager of the local bank. But he did not do 
so, and his lack of a:clean breast of the matter at that time makes it quite clear that he did not 
propose to tell the whole story later and quite probably would not have told at all had the 

circumstances not been discovered from other sources. : sees 

Possibly if the mayor could persuade himself into sufficient candor to tell it all, he 
would admit that he never did want to sell the bonds to the Kleinwort firm, notwithstanding 
that they were the highest bidders, but that he held the sale while the price of bonds dropped 
one whole point, a loss to the city of nearly a hundred thousand, awaiting the possibility 
thai the same bank manager upon whom he waited this time could handle the bonds 
through clients of his own. Quite possibly the mayor would be forced to tell this if he would 
tel! the whole story; and quite possibly he would have. to admit that it was not until in secret 
caucus Alderman J.undy and Alderman Walsh pressed upon him most’strenuously the neces- 
sity, in the precarious position of the money market, for acting quickly that he finally con- 
sented to accept the Kleinwort offer, upon which Edmonton has already received more money 
than any other western town has been able to borrow from any source. 

No matter what the outcome of the present situation, the incident cannot fail to 
militate adversely to Edmonton, This city has enormous assets in utilities. It is being 
pestered on all sides by franchise grabbers who look with greedy eyes upon the rich har- 
vest that would be their’s could the city be induced to part with some of its utilities. For 
the extension of its utilities and for the inauguration of new enterprises, such as gas, Edmon- 
{on requires enormous sums of money, and any dercliction upon the part of the administra- 
tion which will lead to the suspicion that Edmonton lightly regards her obligations or is 
careless with her horrowed money cannot fail to make the municipai ownership propositisan 
more difficult and the path of the franchise grabber easier.

SALVATON TO HELP 
CARE FOR THE MEN 


Plan ls to Look After Them 
After They Are Discharged 
and Help Assist Them to 
Find Employment, 


A trip of inspection to the city farm 
was made yesterday afternoon by Com- 
missioners Harrison and Mel-ean, and 
Secretary English, They ere all very 
enthusiastic over what they call the 
first-class work that is being done by 
Superinzendent ‘Lyons, who is in 
charge of the farm, 

On the way out the commissioners 
looked over the proposed Rabbit Hills 
water sile. The distance to this place 
{s about seven and a half miles, The 
city farm Jies some four miles beyond. 

The commissioners, inspected — the 
whole. farm and took note of every 
piece of work that {s being done by the 
superintendent, He estimates that 
the yield from the field of oats this 
year wil Ibe 2,500 bushels, ‘The three 
acres planted-in potatoes are expected 
year will be 2,500 bushels, The, three 
crops:may be taken care: of when har- 
vested, the men are now at. work 
building a root house and granary. ‘The 
work on these is being done with con- 
crete, as this method is cheaper than 
if lumber were -used. = There is an 
abundance of good sand and gravel in 
an island along the river bank. This 
is hauled up to the farm, where the 
concrete work is done by the men sent 
out from the police department. — In 
this method* of* construction, only the 
cement’ must be purchased. 

Making’ Use of Conorete. 

A yery comfortable bunk house has 
been finished for the men... This Js 
provided with a concrete floor and has 
been furnished wilh good, comfortable 
iron. stretchers, 

A sewerage ssyslem Js -belng put in 
from the house to the river bank. 
When this is completed it will be pos- 
sible to get the farm buildings In a 
condition quite as sanitary as if they 
were in the cily.. The kitchen and 
dining rooms adjoining are kept in 
first-class order, and the men are sup- 
plied with good, wholesome food. 

Although’ two guards are kept at 
the farm, the superintendent informed 
the commissioners that he has very 
little trouble with the men who have 
thus far been. sent out. There is no 
alltemmpt made. to abuse them in) any 
Way, and by using them well “it fs 

;possible to get them. to work right 
along when théy are able tododahanual 
labor. 

At. the present (time there ‘are 
about. a dozen prisoners at the) farm. 
Nhe records of the superintendent thus 
far show that 78 men have been sent 
to the farm, and none of them have 

-escaped. 
Problem of Later Care. : 

The commissioners discussed: + with 
the superintendent the problem of car- 
ing for these men after they leave the 
farm. © The work they do while up 


act as tonics In preparing them for 
some useful occupation after they are 
discharged. 

Unfortunately, at the: presen time, 
there is no connecting ‘link whereby 
these men may-be looked’ after fora 
few dys at Jeast after leaving tho 
farm, with the result that many ‘of 
them are. almost sure to get--in’ the 
meshes of the law again for various 
offences. Since they haye no money 
the temptation to steal is very wreatit 
they are not successful in striking & 
job soon after reaching the city. 

The plan now in contemplation by 
the Salyation Army was taken up and 
its meritS disoussed, It appears to ne| 
the best solution at the present time, | 

The Army. proposes building a shel- 
ter’ on their Fraser avenue property, 
purehased from the ~ city some’ time 
aKO, When they get. this: building 
ready. they .will. then keep in touch 
with the superintendent of the farm, 
and: when men are discharged. they 
will look after them. 

If necessary they:- will be given 
somo work.to do in order to earn a few 
dollars to put) them’ on> their: fects! 
By looking after these men in this way} 
the missing link which is so necessary 
will be sBupplied, and the eity farm 
will prove to be one of the best In- 
stitutions of the. cily. 

Ina few years, when the stock In- 
creases and other suitable Duildings 
have been erected, it ts quite. possible 
thal enough stock and sufficient crops 
will be raised .to make the farm self- 
supporting, . The superintendent will 
work with this end in view,
